DOMESTIC NEWS. 
ITiii' J Stales Senate. 
Washington, March 6ih. — Thurman 
called up the message announcing the action 
of the Honse on the Senate joint resolution 
appropriating S10.000 for the contingent fund 
of the Senate. 
The amendment of the House, which pro­ 
vides that the money so appropriated shall 
be used for investigations alrsac'v ordered, 
was read, and after a general expression of 
views, the Senators unanimously condemning 
the amendment of the House as au unjustifi­ 
able interference of that body with the inde­ 
pendence cf the Senate, a vote by ayes and 
noes was taken, aad the Senate unanimously 
decided not to concur in the amendment, and 
a committee, consisting of Sherman, Wilson 
and Bn'.ier, was appointed to confer with a 
like committee of the House on the subject. 
The Senate went into executive session, 
and when the doors were reopened proceeded 
to the consideration of bills oh the calendar, 
and soon adjonrced. 
Honse of R epresentatives. 
Washington, March ti:h.—The Speaker 
announced the appointment of Manzanares, 
of New Mexico, upon the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures. 
The morning hour was dispensed with, and 
the House went into Committee of the Whole 
(Converse of Ohio in the chair) on the naval 
appropriation bills. 
In the course of the discussion, Heniey re­ 
flected feverely on the present Secretary of 
the Navy, for instigating, as he believed, 
methods by which the employes at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard were compelled to vote 
the Kepubiican ticket at the last election. 
Reed inquired whether any one had been 
murdered tor not voting right, to which Hen­ 
ley replied that it would not be much loss to 
the world if the men who required such 
methods were murdered, and Glascock inter­ 
jected the information that employes were, 
if not murdered, at any rate discharged, if 
they did not vote right. 
Ilandall denied that the Committee on Ap­ 
propriations exhibited the least hostility to 
building up the navy. He did not believe 
there was any considerable number of Repre­ 
sentatives who did not esteem the navy and 
i s bravo officers, and seek to make it what it 
should be ; but with the money already ex­ 
pended and appropriated iu this bill, aggre­ 
gating 8584,000, there was no immediate ne­ 
cessity for adding to the amount for guns in 
case oi an emergency, which he did not an­ 
ticipate. 
After debate and the adoption of several 
amendments, the committee rose and re­ 
ported the bill to the House, and it passed— 
Ayes 259, noes 1 (White of Kentucky). 
A motion of Ilandall to request of the Sen­ 
ate a conference on the joint resolution in­ 
creasing the contingent fund of the Senate 
was agreed to, aud Randall, Hollman and 
Ryan were appointed such conferees. 
Adjourned. 
The “ Manly (?) A rt.’’ 
N ew Yobk, March Gth.—Four hundred 
persons, including leading sporting men and 
politicians, at 2 oclock this morning wit­ 
nessed a hard-glove fight at a well-known re­ 
sort on Coney Island, between Billy Gracey, 
of Green Point, and Jack Dempsey, of New 
York. The fif h: was for the light-weight 
championship and 8400 stakes and gate- 
money. Gracey is 22 years of age, well 
built and weighs 148 pounds. Dempsey 
weighs 138 pounds, and is 25 years of age. 
The men were very evenly matched, and 
punished each other severely. Gracey threw 
up tfco sponge in the ninth round. 
Danville (Pa.), March ii;h.—A prize fight 
with hard gloves took place here Wednesday 
night between Tom Jones and William T. 
Speiser, two local pugilists. They fought 
savagely for fifteen rounds, and both men’s 
faces were terribly disfigured and their bodies 
torn and bruised. In the fifteenth and last 
round the msn were barely able to walk to 
the ecratcb. Jones was the stronger, how­ 
ever, and planting his left on Speisc-r’s 
mouth, clinched him, and the mea ham­ 
mered each other and finally fell together in 
aheap. Jones claimed that Speiser struck 
him foul, and a general row seemed immi­ 
nent. The rtfeice, however, decided tnat 
no foul had bseu committed, and called time 
for the sixteenth round. Jcnea did not come 
to the scratch, and Speiser was declared the 
winner. The fight laBted one hour urd 
twenty minutes. 
Desperate Fight In a Gave. 
Reading (IV), March fith.—John Galla­ 
gher of late has teen figuring prominently in 
police circles, and was in jail s.me time ago 
to answer a charge of having criminally as­ 
saulted a youDg girl named Blumm. To-day 
the girl’s mother - wore rut a warrant against 
Gallagher for criminal libel, charging teat he 
sent her threatening postal cards. Two offi­ 
cers went to Tuekerton to serve tho warrant, 
and as they approached the quarry where 
Gallagher was working he saw them and ran, 
closely followed by the police. Tho chase 
continued for three hundred yards, till finally 
Gallagher disappeared in a cave. The offi­ 
cers jumped iu also, and found themselves 
iu a large, daik cavern three hundred yards 
long. They had no sooner entered than Gal- 
iagner fired at them, the ball striking the 
rock uevrly back of them. The flash was 
nearly fifty feet away. The officers dropped 
on their knees and returned the fire. A brisk 
fusilade followed, Gallagher firing rapidly, 
but with bad aim, owing to the darkness. 
One of the officers continued firing, while the 
other felt his way on his hands and knees 
until near enough to Gallagher, wheu he 
knocked him down and disarmed him. 
FtlgU tful M ining Disaster-Taventy Men 
K illed. 
El Paso (Tex). March 5.b.—News has just 
reached here of a terrible accident yesterday 
at the Preetess mines, Sonora. Only the 
moat meager details are yet known, bet it is 
knowD that twenty men died, buried in ore 
shaft, which is said to have caved iu without 
a moment's warninv. None of the bodiss 
have yet been recovered. There is no hope 
sustained that any cf the unfortunate miters 
at work in the shaft at the time of the acci­ 
dent may yet be alive, as the cave-in was aa 
instant an sou i and complete as to cut off every 
chance cf escape or any kind of preparation 
on the part of the miners to protect thera- 
eeives until they could be dug out. The 
greatest excitement prevails here pendiug ths 
receipt of the names of those known to have 
been at work iu the shaft when the accident 
occurred. 
The Georgia lilots. 
New Yobk, March 6th.—The Sun's Alla- 
pahe, Ga., special says : A riot here was 
brought to ou end by a comprcmise with the 
mob. D»n Farncr, a white desperado, was 
arrested for repeated acts of violence. Twen­ 
ty-five of his comrades cune in from the 
country and took poseesa-m of the town, de­ 
fying the Msyir and judicial officers. On 
the release of the prisoner the understanding 
was that ho would appear for trial ca the 
15th. The mob retreated from the town fir­ 
ing farewell shots as they departed. A re­ 
newal of the difficulty will almost certainly 
occur at the trial. 
K entucky Senatorial Election . 
New Y ork, March 6th.—Specials from 
Louisville say : A resolution has been passed 
by the lower House of the Kentucky Legis­ 
lature ordering the appointment of a commit­ 
tee to inve-tigste the charge that bribery had 
been resorted to in the recent Senatorial con­ 
test. The investigation is awaited by the 
peopV with great interest, and unless it 
should prove a “ white-washing” affair, as­ 
tonishing developments wiil probably be 
made. It is alleged certain followers cf Black­ 
burn and Williams used money with the ut­ 
most lavishness. 
A Notorious Crim inal. 
New Y oke, March 6th.—The police of 
Lawrence, Musa , nave captured John Irving, 
the notorious hank robber. Irving has spent 
much of bir iife in prison in New York and 
Philadelphia. Ha ff.-s once in San Francisco 
and very anxious to get back to New York. 
He had no money, but as the detectives weie 
scouring the country for the Nathan mur­ 
derer, he made what purported to be a con­ 
fession, and forthwith was taken back to New 
York, when he retracted his confisaion and 
bade the authorities defiance. 
Markay nnd His Cable. 
New Y ork, Maich 6th. — Mackay yester­ 
day said that be should remaiu in New York 
about two weeks, then go west, probably to 
San Francisco. He will remain iu this coun­ 
try till the first cable is laic’ -ibout July 
15th— then return to Paris. He expects to 
send his first cable message July 15th. 
Accident to I>r. Morgan D ix. 
N ew Y ork, March 6 th.—D r. Morgan Dix 
slipped and fell while walking in the street 
yesterday, cutting the back of his head se­ 
verely. He is quite ill and confined to bed. 
A ilaclielor's Dinner. 
W ash in gto n, March 6th.—President Ar­ 
thur last evecing gave a state dinner to thirty- 
seven Seaators and Bepresentatives who are 
bachelors or unaccompanied at the Capital by 
their wives. The Marine baud was in at­ 


tendance and wine glasses stood at each 
plate. “ So One lint God and Me." 
N ew Y obk, March 6th.—Charles H. Reed, 
counsel for the assassin Goitesn in the latter 
part of his trial, was seen in Ms office to day. 
He said : “ Yes, I have seen in the newspa­ 
pers the statement of ex-Postmaster-General 
James before a committee in Washington, 
which conveys the impression that the etar 
route prosecutors were in some measure the 
cause of the shooting cf President Garfield. 
I am. therefore, willing ta have published for 
the first time soms conversation which oc­ 
curred between Guiteau and myeolf while 
I acted as his attorney. On several occasions, 
when alone with Gniteau, I asked him if he 
had any accomplice, or if any person knew 
that he thought cf shooting tho President. 
He always answered in the most emphatic 
manner: ’No one but God and me knew 
anything about it.’ On the day bef ore he 
was executed, when I saw him for the last 
time, I said to him, ‘Guiteau, all hope of sav­ 
ing yon is gone, and you must die to-morrow. 
Now, I ask you ftgaio, had you any accom­ 
plice, cr did any person besides you 
know anything about your intention to 
kill the President.’ With a wild light in his 
eyes, which was impossible of simnlation, he 
replied: ‘No; no one but God and me 
knew anything about it, as I have often told 
you. That is the truth, as I expect to meet 
my God to-morrow.’ ”

New York, March 6 ,h,—The Herald dis­ 
patches from Loudon 6ays : Truth hears that 
the Queen’s household are being dragooned 
into providing presents for Princess Victoria, 
the Queen’s grand-daughter, at her approach­ 
ing marriage with Prince Louis of Batten- 
burg. 
Truth also denounces the abuses connected 
with the Queen's yacht, and says: The yacht 
has been laid up eighteen months, and it is 
scandalous that the country should pay for a 
full complement of officers. 
The World announces that the Queen is 
exhibiting a shrewd eye for business by de­ 
laying the appearance of I’rincesa Alice’s 
letters until another edition cf her own j .ur- 
nal has been sold. 
Am erican Salt Meats. 
Paris, March 0:h.—The Parliamentary 
Committee, who have been examining the 
question cf the importation of American Balt 
meats, are in favor of the Government’s pro­ 
posal to appoint officers to inspect imports on 
their arrival in France. Panl Bert is in favor 
of a convention with America for the regular 
inspection of pork in America by officers em­ 
powered to issue certificates, which shall then 
be vised by the French Consul of the port 
from which the pork is shipped. When the 
pork arrives in France it would only be 
receesary then to see whether the French 
Consul had properly vised the certificates, or 
had indorsed an objection upon th9m. 
Opening of the German Itelchstag. 
Berlin, March 0;h.—The Reichstag was 
opened to day with the usual formalities. 
The speech from the throne was read by 
Yon Boei.ticfcer. 
The M exican Central H allw ay. 
Citt of Mexico, March 6:h.—The north­ 
ern and southern divisions of tho Central 
Railway are within eight miles of a junction. 
Preparations have been made for completing 
that distance in one day. This will be done 
Saturday, and through traffic commences im­ 
mediately. Arrangements are completed for 
bringing foreign goods overland, competing 
witc the Mexico and Vera Crnz Railway. 
Secret Societies Ucnounreil—Anniversary

The main body of 
the hall was a surging moss of humanity, 
which, with th j combined weight of the gal­ 
leries, kept the vast building iu a constant 
shako. The rafters for twenty feet frcm the 
arches supported those of the late-comera 
who were fortunate enough to effect an 
entrance 
to 
the 
building. 
Outside, 
the str ets leading to the pavilion were 
crowded for blocks, momentarily increasing 
as the hour neared the time annourced for 
the c.-mmeccement of the sport. Finally, 
when Sullivan arrived from his hotel in a 
hack, policemen wet» obliged to clear a 
passage to the door. Tickets were actually 
stolen from holders while trying to make 
their way into the hall. The wildest bets 
were made on the cut come by Robinson’s 
friends, all of which found ready takers. 
The interest centered as much in the pro­ 
posed hard-glove tight between Pete Mc­ 
Coy and young Dntcby. but contrary to 
exoectatio». Chief Crowley iaform»d" the 
manager diving the afternoon that he 
would not allow the fight to go i n. 
When at length the principals in the 
eveDiDg’s eveut appeared on the stage a cheer 
that made the building reverberate waa sent 
up, and for a time the wildest excitement 
prevailed. Sullivan was first on the stage, 
wearing an unconcerned sir, taking his cor­ 
ner aad Iszily throwing tia arms acr. the 
ropes. Robinson wore a troubled look, and 
was evidently tho worse for over-training.

He leaves a wife 
and infant. 
The Scollards were drunk, 
while their victim was not.

That is the product 
of brain-work, is invention, originality— 
but the fact of which the writer treats can 
no more j ustly be reserved to him aB a right 
than the fact that the sun rises, and that a 
certain class of people solicit the ex­ 
clusive right to print the fact that the sun 
rises. In any light in which viewed the 
bill is a bad one, and we cannot avoid an 
“ inward smile” at the bare suggestion 
that the Democratic House of Representa­ 
tives will dare to put such a cockle burr 
beneath the anti-monopoly saddle in which 
it is now mounted. 
SOME P2KTINENT QUESTIONS. 


TWO LOCAL MATTERS. 
This city is upon the eve of a local elec­ 
tion of mere than ordinary importance, in 
which are involved two propositions that 
it seems impossible the powers of evil can 
prevail against. These are the adoption of 
orders directing two amall sums to be ap­ 
plied to local improvement—the one for 
advancing, so far as is now possible, the 
levee defenses, and the other for commenc­ 
ing the work of sanitary reform. Upon 
the latter of these two propositions we 
take it there is no division of sentiment. 
It will be adopted ncm con. The other 
should be agreed to with equal unanimity. 
But it happens that, for reasons best 
known to themselves, certain elements 
have arrayed themselves against it. These 
have sought dilligently to involve the 
matter in the meRbes of a technical de­ 
bate. They act upon the theory of all ob­ 
structionists, and propose that Sacramento 
shall “ take the chaneeB.” Of course it 
will not do so. It is inconceivable, in the 
face of the judgment of the business men 
ox the city, the engineering reports, the 
3dvice of the friends of the city abroad, 
the testimony of the past, the recent dis­ 
asters by flood elsewhere, the admitted, 
undenied and long-borne damaging reputa­ 
tion of the insecurity of Sacramento, the 
declarations of the three political parties 
in the field, the voic<j of wisdom, the dic­ 
tates of prudence, the expressions of five- 
sixths of the press of the city, and 
ihe demonstrated business prosperity 
to be conserved by the investment, 
how this 
people will deal them­ 
selves the blow of negativing the 
le -‘¿e-improvement proposition. 
Sacra­ 
mento needs to get up and out of the 
groove, to strike out new paths, to com­ 
mand her destiny and rise superior to the 
pettifogging tactics and penny wise and 
pound foolish policy of a cross-roads cor­ 
ners. Let us keep in mind the Plautian 
maxim, “ Ha who seeks for gain must be 
at some expense.” 


Why should the bond period be extended 
for distilled spirits ? Suppose molasses to 
be substituted for spirits, would any such 
concern be manifested for the relief of the 
owners from the duty of paying the tax ? 
Did not the distillers know when they 
made the spirit that it must pay the tax ? 
Have they not had over a year of 
extension already ? There is a terrible 
howl about railroad tax delinquencies even 
when the Courts declare there is no such 
delinquency, but who proposes to give the 
railroads time ? Why shoald the people of 
the United States be asked to discriminate 
in favor of the men who boldly overpro­ 
duced distilled spirits ? Whose fault is it 
that the market was overstocked ? If the 
Government discriminates in favor of 
liquor in this matter of taxes, will it not 
set a precedent that will be dangerous ? 
Why should the people of the United 
State relieve the distillers from the result 
of an error of judgment in making more 
spirit than the demand called for? If the 
spirit distiller can give the Government 
security for the payment of the taxeB, 
cannot he on the same security borrow the 
money and pay his taxes? Is there aDy 
equitable claim on the part of any man 
admitting an uncoutestcd tax to have the 
Government “ carry ” him? Is there any 
greater reason this year for giving the ex­ 
tension than last year, when Congress re­ 
fused it? Should Government grant relief 
in cases like this, except it is shown in­ 
justice is visited? Is there any injustice 
in collecting an undisputed tax, especially 
when the property was voluntarily made 
and submitted to taxation, in the face of 
commercial warning and protest against 
overproduction ? 


A GOOD YEAR FOR REPUBLICANS, 


TH3 PERNICIOUS LIIXRATÜKE CRUSADE. 
The country has recently been shocked 
by more startling testimony of the perni­ 
cious influence of vile literature. It is 
needless to recite them. The moral senti­ 
ment of the American people long since 
rose level to the magnitude of the evils of 
vicious publications. Such men as An- 
bony Comstock have the full moral sup­ 
port of the people. The only reascn why 
“ash literature and dime novel abomina­ 
tions flaunt their indecencies in the public 
face unchecked is because the greed of 
publishers and tho gains of the rascally 
business control law makers. What is the 
evidence of this ? The fact that in not a 
solitary State in tho Union has a Legisla­ 
ture yet beon found with the hardihood to 
declare against the movement of Buppres- 
sion, although they neglect to pass the 
necessary laws. In every instance—and 
we have diligentlyinformed ourselves upon 
the subject—the evils have been admitted, 
but action hae beon postponed by tactics 
beet known to the professional politician. 
It remains for a solitary legislative com­ 
mittee to report adversely, or to declare 
that vicious literature is not a menses to 
the youth, an insult to the intelligence and 
an outrage upon the decency of the coun­ 
try. Selflsh interests, however, have been 
equal to securing an extension of the lease 
of existence to the vile business of these 
vicious publishers. The telegraphic reports 
of the las; few days indicate that public 
sentiment is wearying of waiting, and will 
very early make its will known in such a 
pronounced form that police gazettes, dime 
novels, bawdy-house illustrated sheest, 
criminal periodicals and the like, will be 
treated as are harmful vermin aud poison­ 
ous reptiles. 
A SAD BILL MODIFIED. 
The newspaper copyright proposition 
has now bsen modified by the bill of Sena­ 
tor Sherman that it is to secure to a paper 
the right to all it publishes for eight hours 
next succeeding the hour of going to press. 
The original proposition of hlr. Watter- 
eon, which waa in the interest of a few 
great dailies, and which is vigorously ad­ 
vocated by the New York Tribune, gave 
the exclusive right for twenty-four hours. 
It will be observed that the modifi­ 
cation to eight hours in no essential re­ 
moves the objections to tho bilL It is a 
sop to the evening papers, since they do 
not issue until ^al>Dut ten hours after the 
morning dailies. Bat suppose the evening 
paper is called upon for a morning extra, 
as not unfrcqnsotly happens. In that 
event, no matter how important the news 
to be given to its clientage, it is to be re­ 
strained from publishing it. So, too, with 
the 10 o’clock and the noon papers, a use­ 
ful and desirable class.

The hyperbole the writer referred to indulges in 
point9 the duty of a parent to strangle the young­ 
ling that manifests a disposition to become that 
awful thing—an amateur actor. But extravagance 
of expression laid ss.de, in all seriousness it is not 
pleasant to have one’s offspring fail in love with the 
stage. It is very rare, indeed, that any amateur of 
the stage develops into dramatic worth, and in nine 
cases out of ten the time devoted to amateur dra­ 
matic tomfoolery, if given to intellectual cultivation 
or rational and elevating recreation, would make 
men and w omen who would be an honor to the race, 
which amateur theatricals very seldom do. 


Tnr. mistake somo reformers make is in supposing 
that morals con he legislated into ac.mmunit). 
Legislation is conceived by such to be the “ cure 
all” for alt political aud social evils. The truth is 
that public sentiment must be the Atlas upon 
whose herculean shoulders all legislation must be 
borne. Mora! reforms must come first and legisla­ 
tive enactments but voice them. You cannot make 
a man cither a Christian or a heathen, a drunkard 
or a teetotaller by Act of Legislature. But legisla­ 
tion may aid moral sentiment, since it is at its com­ 
mand, but never itself commands that sentiment. 
Some of the most desirable reforms of the age are 
turned backward, because their indiscreet friends 
lose sight of these truths.

Another Arrest Made—Revolting Facts 
Given by Witnesses. 
An absorbing subject of conversation in 
Sacramento yesterday was the evidence of 
the operation of body-snatchers in the ceme­ 
teries of the city, detailed in the last issue of 
the Recobd-Umon. Excitement on the sub­ 
ject was increased during the day when it 
was learned that officer Jackson and Health 
Officer Ferral had found in the building oc­ 
cupied by George D. Gardner, and where tho 
remains supposed to be those of John H. 
Lyon were discovered Wednesday, 
ANOTHER HORRIBLE EVIDENCE 
Of rascality, in the form cf a skeleton hand, 
arm and shoulder blade, all connected, and so 
dry a3 to indicate that the flesh had been re­ 
moved several days, or possibly weeks, pre­ 
viously. The hand was long and narrow, and 
the fingers so small and tapering as to 
lead to the belief that it was that of a 
woman. The officers also fouud in one corner 
of Gardner’s dissecting place a package of 
clothing, euppcsed to have been the garments 
worn by Lyon in his coffia. An effort will 
be made to ascertain whether this supposi­ 
tion is correct. Officer Jackson went down 
to Galt yesterday morning and procured a 
very important witnesB, named Charles Cran­ 
dall, whom he brought back with him, end 
two other witnesses weie found in the city, 
the statements of all of whom are given be­ 
low. It was 
DEEMED PROPER TO ARREST 
Charles Gardner, a younger brotherof Geo.D., 
end he was accordingly taken into custody. 
His statement adds to the evidence against 
the principal defendant. In the afternoon 
the latter and his father, Daniel Gardner, 
were taken before Justice Tubbs, there being 
some doubt as to whether the Police Court 
had jurisdiction of the matter, and the cases 
were set for examination next Monday at 10 
A. M. Bail was fixed at §3,000, but it has not 
yet been given. Gardner, tir.. declares his 
innocence of anything criminal in the prem­ 
ises, aud expresses his belief that his ton 
George was insane at times. Two attach­ 
ments were yesterday put cn Mr. Gardner’s 
property by creditors, who probably thcugbt 
there might be financial trouble growing out 
of the arrests, but he is believod to be per­ 
fectly solvent. 
WHAT CRANDALL KNOWS A BOUT IT. 
Charles Crandall, of Galt, a young man 19 
years of age, who for a long time was in the 
employ of Daniel Gardner, was brought to 
the city yesterday by officer J ackson. VvThile 
en route to this city he mads a statement to 
the officer, and repeated it last night in the 
office of the Chief before Chief Karcher, of­ 
ficer O. C. Jackson, Walter B. Ferral and a 
representative of the Record-Uniun. He 
said: On the tiih or lo.h of January—am 
not certain of the date, but know 
it 
waa 
on 
a 
Sunday—I 
was 
standing ia front of D. Gardner’s wood yard 
when George Gardner, his son, came along 
with his overcoat over his arm. He asked 
me what I would charge to assist himself and 
a couple of students to get a body from the 
cemetery. I replied. “ A hundred dollars, if 
you have got it.” He eaid he did not have 
that amount. I then told him that I would 
have nothing to do with the matter, not for 
any amount. I would not do it for any con­ 
sideration whatever. He insisted, begged me 
to go, and offered me ten dollars. I told him 
I would not go for that. He ther, in order 
to allay al! my fears, told me there was no 
law iu California against such acts, and said, 
“ If vou do get into a scrape the students in 
San Francisco will see you through.” Finally, 
one night, after repeated persuasions, I 
started with him for the Catholic Cemetery. 
We went on foot, George Gardner carrying a 
spade and a large sack. He told me he was 
going after 
THE BODY OF A CATHOLIC GIRL 
About 20 years of age, that had bsen buried 
that day. When we arrived inside the in­ 
closure of the cemetery he got down on his 
hands and knees and examined the tracks in 
the road, in order to see where the hearse had 
gone, in order to locate the grave. He then 
directed me to follow him to the potter’s field. 
I then backed out, told him I would go no 
further, but should return home immediately. 
He insisted on my staying, said all he wanted 
of me was to staud guard. I refused to re­ 
main, and we both returned. All the way 
buck to the city he upbraided me for my cow­ 
ardice. He kept at me, and also a room­ 
mate of mine by the name of Little, to assist 
him in securing a body. Little told him pos­ 
itively that he wonld have nothing to do with 
it. Little did not know that I had accom­ 
panied George to the cemetery until I told 
him sometime afterward. Little is a man 
about 35 years of age, a man of good eense 
and judgment, and he told me that I had 
made a fool of myself, I think he gave up 
the idea of getting the body of the girl 
spoken of. He told Littlo and I about an­ 
other body, and asked us to assist in gotting 
it, but we both positively declined, telling 
him he could offer no inducement that would 
cause us to do ao. About two weeks 
. 
AFTERWARDS HE WENT ALONE. 
He said if he did not have a body for his next 
examination he would not be able to get his 
diploma for another year. We heard nothing 
more from him on the subject uutil about two 
days before he got the body. The night he 
dug it up he came into our room about 3 
o’clock in the morniDg, and asked ns to go 
with him and assist in pulling it in the wagon. 
We declined pcsitively to have anything to do 
with it. He called again three or four times, 
but we would not go. In the morning when 
we got up we found the horse and buggy 
hitched up, and the body, inclosed in a sack, 
lay in tho back part of the buggy. It re­ 
mained iu the buggy until after the other two 
men, who are employed ia the woodyard, came 
to their woik. They knew what it was, for one 
of them opened the sack and inspected for him­ 
self. When George Gardner came down 
stairs he approached I,ittle and myself, aud 
asked us to assist him in carrying the body 
from the buggy to the chemical works, which 
we declined to do. I did not see the body for 
three or four days afterwards, when I was 
asked by him to go into the chemical works 
to assist in moving some barrels. I then for 
the first time saw the body. Then Little and 
I both went in afterwards. The last time I 
saw it was when I assisted him in repairing 
the water pipes. The first time I saw the 
body I said to Gardner, “ I know that fellow; 
it is Johnnie Lyons, the boy who used to 
peddle newspapers at the railroad depot.” 
He said I was mistaken. I told him 1 knew 
better ; I was positive that 
IT WAS JOHNNIE LYONS’ BODY. 
From the first time I saw it until the lsst it 
lay covered with old dirty coal sacks. The 
cold lust completely covered it with filth, 
making a horrible sight. The body did not 
smell, but the last time I saw it the face was 
black from mortification. The place where 
the body lay was exposed to the weather, 
and the rain dripped down on its face. It 
was a dingy, dirty place, infested with rats, 
and the latter had devoured portions of the 
feet of the body. I am positive that China­ 
men knew of the bodies being there, far I 
once saw one peeping through the cracks 
where it lay. The second time I saw the 
body he had tho jiunlar vein—at least that 
is what he called it—and was injecting some 
fluid into it with a large rubber syringe. He 
said the veins was all that ha wanted to 
study on ; he wanted to inject the veins in 
order to bring them out plain. He said he 
cared nothing for the skeleton. He told me, 
while we were en route to the cemetery, that 
he had t&kea 
BODIES FROM THE CITY CEMETERY. 
And said if we can take bodies from there it 
will be no trick at all to take one from the 
Catholic Cemetery. 
He told me how he 
could get them into a boat on the slongb 
back cf the City Cemetery and boat them up 
into the city. He said while wu were on the 
way to the Catholic Cemetery to get the 
body of the young lady, that if I would 
stick to him, we would make money out of 
it. He c raid ship them to San Francisco iu 
barrels, two in each barrel, and the freight 
per barrel would cost about a dollar. At the 
Bay he could get §0 a piece for them. He 
would ship them to his own address, 
be in Sau Francisco to receive them, aud 
then deliver them in person to the college. 
It was a business I did not care to embark 
in and eo I declined to have anything to do 
with it. I told him that in Cleveland body- 
snatchers got fifty dollars apiece for a 
cadaver. Tbis information I learned from 
reading the confession of a man who wai at 
one time a professional body-snatcher. Dan­ 
iel Gardner, the father of George, early on 
the mcrning the body was brought there was 
at the gate and asked one of the men what 
the dark lantern was doing there. Northrop, 
one of his hired meo, said: “ When I came 
here the gate waa unlocked and the mare was 
hitched up.” Gardner walked off and asked 
no more questions. Gsorge told Thrall and 
Northrup that he had been out after a dead 
hog. Thral! asked him; 
“ WHAT MAKES THE HOG STINK SO?” 
And he replied: "Oh ! it came out of a nasty 
pen." When I settled up with Gardner I tcld 
him he had better treat his men better than 
he had me. or eome ol them would squeal on 
him. I told him I thought Northrup would 
squeal anyhow, and you are implicated. He 
said he had nctning to do with it. He should 
not be held accountable for what his son 
did. Ha 8aid he knew George had done 
wrong, but he wx< in no wise to biame. 
Gardier admitted to my father that he knew 
the body was there. Gsorge asked Little and 
I to keep still about the matter, Baying it 
would be a hot job for him if it was found 
cub He told me that another student was 
going with him to tne cemeteiy. Tne old 
man sent Northrup out back of the chemical 


works to repair the fence. Northrup, being 
curious, attempted to get a Bight of the 
body by peeping through a crack. George 
caught him in the act, gave him a scolding, 
and said if he heard of his saying anything 
about hiB snatching bodies he would make it 
hot for him. The night he and I went to the 
cemetery he wanted me to hitch up the 
mare. I told him I wonld not, for I knew 
the old man would kick. He said that would 
be all right; he would stand between me and 
the old man, I wonld not do it. He said 
that night when be went for the 
BODY OF THE YOUNG LADY 
That be intended to dig it up, put it in a sack 
and then go for it afterwards with a wagon. 
He said it wonld not do to leave a wagon 
standing there daring the time it would 
take to secure the body, as that would create 
suspicion. He went to a pawnbroker on Sec­ 
ond street and tried to hire a revolver, but 
was refused. He then hired one of a junk­ 
man by the name of Charles Shoemaker. I 
asked him what he wanted with a gun, and 
be replied, “ It I am caught and can’t scare 
them I will use it.” One day he took an arm 
down from a shelf and showed it to me. It 
was a perfect arm, with the shoulder bones 
attached, and I should judge was that of a 
woman. I did not ask nor do I know where 
it came from. This was after the body of 
Johnnie Lyons was in his possession. I make 
this statement of my own free will and ac­ 
cord, and am not induced to do so by any 
promises or threats. 
STATEMENT OF NOBTHBUP. 
Robert J. Northrup said : On the morning 
of January 29, 18S4, I came down to 
the woodyard about 0:30 A. M., and finding 
the gate unlocked, an unusual thing, asked 
about it. Little or Crandall, one or the 
other, said the team had been out. In going 
to the stable I found the black mare bitched 
to the little wagon. I looked ia the wagon 
and saw something in a sack. I took hold of 
it and it felt meaty, like a human body. I 
felt the head, and thought perhaps some one 
had been run ever by the cars. I went into 
the stable and said to Crandall and Little, 
“ My God, that feels like a human head." 
They grinned a little, and Baia, " Yon act 
like a circus.” Toen I stepped over to Thrall 
and said, “ Go over and look in the wagon, 1 
guess some one has been run over and the 
undertaker has not got around yet.” I 
thought perhaps for that reason it was there. 
Thrall went to the wagon, made an examina­ 
tion, came back and said, “ I think it is a 
man, I felt the 
ARMS, LEGS, NOSE AND HAIR, 
But I could not see it.” Then we thought it 
would go to the uadertaker’s, so we watched. 
Meantime, Little and Crandall kept laugh­ 
ing, as if they knew something about it. 
Daniel Gardner came down in the yard, and 
gave orders about work and then went away. 
George came out, nicked the body up in his 
arms, and walked into the coal bin or barn 
with it. We thought so ; in fact, it was in 
one or the other. After a while Thrall went 
to look, saying he was going to satisfy him­ 
self, Dut he could cot find the body. Then 
we began to suspicion that something was 
wrong. I was in the habit of going into the 
chemical works very often, being called there 
by George Gardner, but after that I was 
never called in again. Thrall after this 
said he guessed “ it was a stiff,” and 
Crandall Baid he guessed he waa “ not far off.” 
When Tli call and I started home that night 
George Gardner met us on the steps and said, 
“ What have you been saying about a dead 
man’s being in the wagon this morning? 
That makes me mad, and it is a d—d lie and 
no such a thing. It was a dead hog. We 
got it out of a dirty pen, is what makes it 
smell so badly. If such talk gets out it will 
make you trouble.” 
CHA3, GARDSEH’S STATEMENT, 
Chas. Gardner, brother of George, said: 
At tfle felicitation of iny brother I went with 
him to the Catholic Cemetery to get a dead 
hog before daylight. 1 held the horse, and 
George went and got the hog, as I supposed 
it was, placed it in the wagon, and we then 
returned. I thought it was a strange place 
and hour to go for a dead hog, but that was 
what he told me. I have heard is remarked 
that my brother had a dead body in the 
chemical works, but I had no positive knowl­ 
edge of it. TESTIMONY OF THRALL. 
Charles T. Thrall, an eiderly gentleman, 
who works in Gar-inei’s wood yard, says: 
The day the thing occurred, January 29!h, I 
went to the wood yard at G A. M. I there 
fouud the gates opened, and thought perhaps 
I was late. However, I saw no one around, 
but saw the horse and buggy under the shed, 
all covered with mud, and noticed, a sack in 
the back end of the vehicle. I met Northrup, 
aud asked him if he had been up all night. 
“ No,” he said, “ I have just come.” North­ 
rup then stepped up to the baggy and passed 
bis hands over the sack, which was sewed 
up. 
He immediately stepped back and 
siid he would not touch it again 
for §500. Noticing his excited manner, I 
said, “ What is it!” “ My God !” he replied, 
“ I don’t know what it is, but I would not 
touch it again for no amount.” I then walked 
up and feit of the sack. I could feel a man’s 
head and nose, and also could feel his arms. 
I went and told the other boys I thought it 
was a man. They said I was crazy, and in 
order to sati-fy them and myself I cut open 
the sack and pulled out the long black hair 
of the corpse. We were all then satisfied 
that it was the body of a man. 
I 
krew 
that 
it 
would 
come 
to 
light some time. A short time afterward 
Crandall came out and told me all of the cir- 
camBtances attending the matter. We were 
in a car on I street, unloading wood, when 
he told me. He said he waa going to tell of 
it. Northrup also told me he intended to ex­ 
pose the matter. What seemed to be the 
worst and most revolting thing about the 
whole affair was the fact that Johnnie Lyons 
had been 
A SCHOOLMATE OF GEORGE GARDNER’S, 
I wanted to watch and see what became of 
the body. Georgx took the body into the 
stable ; we watched him slyly, and in a few 
hours later I went in and it was gone. Cran- 
dali and the other boys told me it was in the 
chemical rooms. Wednesday Northrup told 
me that I would hear something before 
night, aad asked me if I was going back on 
them. I said, “No, sir, I will tell all I know 
about this matter.” The night of 
thb 
day that Johnnie Lyons’ 
body was 
brought to the woodyard George mot 
us as wa were goirg home and said, “ What 
were yon fellows talking about ?” Northrup 
said. “ Nothing.” I said, " Yes, we were 
talking about the man that was in the sack 
this morning.” He said it was no such a 
thing. “ It was a dead hog, and stunk like 
the devil. I don’t like to hear men talk that 
way; it makes me ms.d. It was a dead 
hog.” D. Gardner came to Northrup 
and 
I 
and 
asked 
us 
if we 
knew anythiog about how the gate came 
to be open so early in the morning. Toid 
him about the buggy and horse being hitched 
up, all muddy, and of the suspicions looking 
sack. He walked away, without saying a 
word. I make tbis statement of my own 
free will and accord. It is right that I 
should, and I have always intended to do so.

The repairers were compelled to quit work, 
and are now encamped in Soledad canyon 
waiting for the rain to stop. Soledad canyon 
is very narrow and its walls are very pre­ 
cipitous. There is a great deal cf snow on 
the mountains, and the rain falling on it melts 
it, swelling the mountain streams to torrents. 
The damage done so far, however, is not so 
great as was caused by the great storm two 
weeks ago. 
Than the track was washed 
away and covered with debris, and it required 
a great deal of labor to clear the road-bed 
again. Tnis etorm, so far. has only swelled 
the streams and they have undermined the 
track.” “ What ia the extent of the damage, 
Mr. Towne ?"’ inquired the reporter, “ Not 
nearly so much as caused by tne lsst storm,” 
was the reply. " If tbe stcrm abates the 
army of workmen will he put to work at 
one» and the road repaired in a week. But 
if the storm continues thero is no telling to 
what extent the damage will reach. Of 
course the flood is injuring o.her property 
besides the railroad. 
Bridges are being 
washed awav and roads destroyed, beside a 
great deal of damage is being inflicted on cul­ 
tivated fields. 1 believe the storm ¡3 not 
over vet,” concluded Mr. Towne, as the rain 
best against the windows. “ If it continues 
it will delay travel a long time.

Signal Service station at that place was 
opened on th2 same day and the same yeac 
that the Sigusi Service station in this city 
was, v:z : Ju 'y 1 , 1877; therefore I can give 
the rainfall for both stations during the past 
eeven years.

From the foregoing very instructive and in­ 
teresting table, Sacramento is shown fo have 
always been ahead of Lon Angeles from three 
to 13 inches or more, except tbe present sea- 
Bon, Los Angeles now beiog the large amount 
of fourteen inches ahead of Sacramento. 
The rainfall at Sacramento, beginning at 10 
v. M. of the 5;h, and ending at about 10 A. M. 
yesterday, gave 1.22 inches of moisture, mak­ 
ing for the month 1.33 inches, 0 41 inches for 
the year, and 12.33 inches for the season, 
which is 1.44 inches in excess of the rainfall 
this time l»-t year. 
The rainfall by seasons,

A t Sacramento the average for 
six years past, outside of the present season, 
is 21.73 inches, making our city 9.40 inches 
deficient over a six years’ average rainfall. 
According to the past six years’ record there 
is a much greater possibility of Sacramento 
getting an excess over Los Angeles, than the 
latter over the former.

For Levee Im provem ent—Yes. 


The SaD Francisco Dai/// Alta, editorially, 
says: 
“ Sacramento is discussing with no 
little heat the proposition to spend a large 
sum of money in improvement of the leveee, 
and it must be said that the advocates of the 
expenditure so far have the better of the 
argument. So long aa it remains uncertain 
that the levees are of the requisite hight and 
strength,* the work of improving them ought 
to continue. 
The fate of Los Angeles is the 
latest illustration cf the folly of taking 
chances on floods. 
One thing is certain, it 
would be much easier for Sacramento to ex 
pend $40,000 now for levee improvements 
than it would be after the city had been 
Hooded and damaged to the amount of a 
million or two dollars.” 
Tho Sacramento Leader says : 
“ From ev­ 
ery side comes positive expression in favor of 
the proposition to strengthen and perfect our 
levee system, that danger from flood may be 
averted. 
If an estimate could be made of 
the loss the city has suffered throughout the 
State directly chargeable to her deficient levee 
protection, we have no doubt that the people 
with one accord would declare unequivocally 
for whatever tax might be needed to defend 
us against a possible deluge from the Sacra­ 
mento and American.” 
t 
The Sacramento Sunday Capital says : "N o 
m atter what they s»y, 1 toe people ’ want the 
levees repaired. 
When the ballots have been 
counted, and the result announced—levees, 
by all means, and $40,000 worth, too.” 
The Galt (Sacramento county) Gazette says : 
“ There can be no doubt but that the measure 
is a popular one, and one which is demanded 
by the bc3t citizens and heaviest taxpayers of 
the Capital City. The proposition, if it car­ 
ries, will add many a new building to the city 
within the next year or two, and for the fu­ 
ture growth and prosperity of our State Cap­ 
ital the Gazette sincerely hopes the recom­ 
mendation of the Citizsus’ Committee will be 
indorsed by the people.” 
The Sacramento Journal (German) says: 
“ All the political Conventions have declared 
for the special levee tax for $28,0C0, in addi­ 
tion to the $12,000 already allowed by law 
for levee purposes. 
Most of our prominent 
business men and taxpayers are decidedly in 
favor of the special tax,” and the Journal 
goes on to say it believes it will have a large 
majority vote. 
The daily State Prohibitionist (Sacramento) 
says: “ I t is not dangerous to be safe. 
In 
the opinion cf competent engineers, who 
speak not merely as citizens, but as scientific 
men whose interests lie in beiüg correct iu 
their report and recommendations, the levees 
which protect Sacramento from the invasion 
of turbulent waters are not auflicient to in­ 
sure absolute safety In cases of extraordinary 
emergency. 
The recent unprecedented stage 
cf high water in the Last ought to be a remind­ 
er that the unexpected alwayB happens. It an 
individual were assured by competent j udges 
that certain of his material interests were 
so conditioned that they were constantly en­ 
dangered by so uncertain an element as fire 
or water, he would be open to the very serious 
charge—to the character of a business mau— 
of taking an imprudent and unnecessary risk; 
and if he did not, if able, increase (he safe­ 
guards to those interests, he would be con­ 
sidered imprudent,” 
The Reno (Nev.) Gazett< says: 
“ This 
seems to be a wise policy. 
W ith from eight 
to fifteen feet of snow along the immense 
watershed of the Sierras, comprising over 
20,000 square miles of ares, which in the 
spring will pour its torrents down the Ynba, 
the Bear and the forks of the American, it 
cannot but justly alarm tho thinking people 
of Sacramento.” 
The Sacramento Bee says there is no man 
in Sacramento who has had as much experi­ 
ence, or knows eo much about our ievees, 
Ihsir hight and 6trsugtb, and cf flood waters 
in the American and Sacramento rivers, as 
Willi *m F. Knox. 
Mr. Knox says : 
“ 1f circumstances ever 
again occurred to produce as much water here 
in the Sacramento and American rivers as ice 
had in 18C1-2, with so much land since ?'t- 
claimed from the former overflow area of the 
nrcr, and the rircr bed raised so much since 
from filling in of debris, the water mould fian: 
orer the top of fro n t street two and a half feet, 
and mould stand two feet ilecp in the stores 
along the h igh graded streets. 
But there is no 
use in talking about it, as it will only frighten 
the people." 
John Rider states: 
“ I folly agree with 
everything that Mr. Knox has said upon this 
subject. When it comes to talking levees, his 
head is level, 
He knows more about tbe 
subject than all these other men put to- 
getber. 
la fact, he knows what he id talking 
about.” 
The Democratic City Convention unani­ 
mously adopted the following: “ We earn- 
castly and heartily indorse the special tax of 
$28,000 for the improvement of levees ac­ 
cording to plans and specifications submitted 
by ‘.!i3 Board of Trustees of our city. 
That 
we believe the expenditure of said sum is 
necessary to secure nur homes and property 
from the dangers of inundations and floods, 
and that such tax levy will give employment 
to our laborers, inspire confidence in pur­ 
chasers, stimulate improvements, enhance the 
values of real estate, and will result in a 
ge- eral benefit to all our citizens.” 
The Republican City Convention, without 
a dissenting voice, adopted a Tery lengthy 
and explicit plank in favor of the special tax 
for ievee purposes, and strongly pledged its 
candidates to it ; als > urged that every voter 
cast an affirmative ballot for tho proposition. 
The Prohibition Convention declared as 
follows: “ Wa believe in the proper protec­ 
tion of onr city by ievees, and by tbe levy of 
the tax of $28,C00 for that purpose.” 
These are some cf the public and individual 
expressions upon this highly important sub­ 
ject, which is to be voted upon next Tuesday. 


H abeas Corpus.—The case of J. E. Dyer, 
recently held to answer by Justice Sturges of 
Folsom on a charge of perjury, came up for 
hearing before Judge M cFarland yesterday 
morning on habeas corpus. 
District Attorney 
Carey, appearing for the people, admitted 
that the petitioner was illegally restrained of 
his liberty, inasmuch as the committing 
magistrate had not taken any testimony in 
the case, and the Court thereupon ordered 
Dyer’s release from on-tody. 
Directly after­ 
wards he was reanested on a charge of p<r- 
jury, on a warrant sworn out tefore Justice 
Gilmer by Benjamin Chambers, the prosecut­ 
ing witness in the other casp, and tbe m atter 
was set for hearing at 6 p. M. Monday next. 
This will be the third time Dyer has ap­ 
peared in Court ss a defendant in this case. 
He was first before Justice Stevenson of 
Mormon Island, who acquitted him. Then 
before Justice Sturges. when he waived ex­ 
amination and was held to answer, and the 
third appearance will be before Justice Gil­ 
mer. 
He complains that the papers have 
been in error in stating that thecaee had any­ 
thing to do with the State Prison investiga­ 
tion, claiming that tbe charge of perjury is 
relative to whether Captain Chambeis com­ 
mitted a battery upon hirn or did n o t; he 
says the battery was committed, and Cham­ 
bers denies it.

Under this title a specious plea has been 
issued in opposition to the special levee tax 
on Tuesday next. Citizens should be inter 
ested in city affairs, whether artisans, labor­ 
ing men or business men. 
There should be 
and is no distinction. This is the common 
home of all. 
B ut tbe “ laboring man ” is ap­ 
pealed to to vote against levee improvement. 
First—Because misleading and false statements 
have been put forth as to the security of the city by 
friends o! the levee improvement. 
This is untrue. A ll that has been said fo r 
the tax is true, 
Every citizen knows that 
when winter approaches and the heavy rains 
fall, there is a feeling that we are menaced. 
That threat is what damages us. 
Go to San 
Francisco and meet a friend in the raioy 
season, and the first inquiry is aa to our lia. 
bility to inundation. 
This must be stopped. 
The way to do it is to improve our levee 
system. 
Second—Becauss the money is to be spent where 
it is not necessary. 
This is untrne. 
Every cent of it is needed 
to fortify and defend the levees. They can 
net all be raised at once. 
No one ever pro­ 
posed that. 
I t is not probably needed. 
The 
City Eogineer, County Engineer, Citizens’ 
Association, and the mass of the people have 
declared that certain worK is imperatively 
necessary, and this is what we are to vote 
upon: 
1. To fortify the mile gap of low ground at 
the Brighton end of our system by a levee up 
to high land, fourteen feet on top and grassed 
Is not that raising a lace? 
2. To thickea the levee from Bums Blough 
to the river and face it with Bermuda grass. 
3. To widen the levee from the railroad 
bridge to Sixteenth street. 
Its thinness is its 
chief weakness. 
4. To repair and extend the jetty works at 
Sm ith’s gardens to aid the filling of the old 
river channel. 
A greatly needed work. 
5. To widen the levee from S to Y streets, 
on Front. 
6. To complete Y Btreet levee and raise the 
low Bwale in it below the cemetery four feet 
above highest backwater of 1S7S. 
Read the proclamation of the Trustees and 
see for yourselves. 
Third—But you are told that it will improve busi­ 
ness to refuse to appropriate the money. 
Ask the 275 business men if that is true 
Tneir judgment should be of value iu this 
m atter. 
You, however, realiza the absurdity 
of tbe plea. 
Fourth—You are told the only way tobuild against 
floods is to highten tho levees. 
You know, however, that slope, facing, re 
sistance to wash of waves, thickness, etc., 
have a vast deal to do with it, to eay nothing 
of exterminating levee rodents and turning 
away encroaching currents. 
Fifth—You are told that nothing i! to be done to 
Front street; therefore, you should vote against 
the tax. 
Is that a reason for refusing to fortify the 
distant and more exposed points ? I t would 
be well to have $ 100,000 to expend, and 
double that, if you choose; but shall we re­ 
fuse to do what we may do now on remote 
points, because Front street, right before us 
and that may be guarded if a flood comes, ¡3 
not to be raised at once ? 
W hy build up Front street and leave our 
rear defenses, far 
distant, 
unimproved? 
W'hat folly you are asked to indorse by voting 
against the levee improvement where most 
needed ! W fiat good will $12,000 do us ex­ 
pended on Front street, if water that tops it 
also crosses the swale at Brighton, as it would 
do in such a case, aud sweeps down on the 
homes east of Front street? 
The laboring man who is on the assessment 
roll for $500 assessable values will pay of the 
tax but $1 25. 
Is not levee improvement worth that to 
him? 
If his property is assessed at $800, he will 
pay $2. 
W ill not the added security benefit the 
town be lives in that much ? 
If he is assessed at $1,000, his property is 
probably worth $1,500 at the outside, yet his 
tax ia but $2 50. 
W hat a bagatelle to ap­ 
propriate to give new and greater value to 
his possessions ! 
I t is a purely selfish view to take—but it is 
forcible—that the whole sum is to be ex­ 
pended in this city and among laboring men. 
But it does not stop there. 
Fortifying our 
levee system by $-10,000 expenditure thi3 
year is an earnest that hereafter it will not 
be allowed to decline, but be kept up to a 
high standard, and this means from Tuesday 
next on, that greater confidence will exist, 
and there will be more building, more invest­ 
ment, more dcmatai fo r skilled and unskilled 
labor of all kinds. 
However, we donotpropose to ask working 
mon or business men to vote for levee im­ 
provement for personal gain, but because the 
special tax proposition is right, economic, 
wise, and good business common sense action.

Miss Abbott, with a handsome and winning

voice, 
judged 
by the passages given in her Martha, 
but its sweetness, marked expressiveness, 
clearness, flexibility and liquid quality are 
undeniable. 
In the tender passages it has a 
sympathetic power that is irresistible. 
It 
0‘ idences severe culture and adherence to a 
determined and high standard throughout. 
But it is by dramatic quality that Miss Ab­ 
bott fortifies herself. 
She is as good a 
dramatic as a lyric artist, if indeed she is not 
better. She casts the part she takes in the 
finest mold of the imagination, and proves 
that she has delicate instincts and dramatic 
perceptive power th at is very rarely seen 
upon the operatic stage. 
Mrs. Zjlda Seguin 
was the contralto, and, besides being of a his­ 
trionic nature and a good actress, has a 
full, rich, well-trained and effective voice, 
which 
is 
used 
iu a finished 
manner 
and marked by the evidences of experience. 
Campobeilo, the baritone, has a cultivated 
style, testifying to a thorough knowledge of 
music. 
His voice ri-es, in the loftier pas­ 
sages, to what some one has termed nobility 
of expression. 
It is pnre baritone, of great 
firmness, resonance and staying power, and 
commands at once the auditor’s best judg­ 
ment. 
Fabrini is a 
clear-ringing tenor, 
strong even to robustness, and his voice 
throughout a broad compass is marked by 
sympathic qualities of a high order. 
Both 
these singers are good actors, and their stage 
presence is something to make men envious, 
Campobeilo even taking rack among the 
herculean. 
Mr. Castle, another tenor of the

Madame Rosewald, were not in the cast, but 
are to appear later in the engagement.

Broderick in miDor parts 
proved thoroughly adequate support. 
The 
chorus of eighteen voices was good through­ 
out, and its drill was something notable for 
its military exactness. 
Miss Abbott and her 
support have every reason to fce gratified with 
the exceedingly warm reception accorded the 
company last evening and the recognition of 
its merits. 
The prima donna's rendition of 
"T h e Last Rose of Sam m er” drew forth 
critical commendatory applause with an em­ 
phasis not often accorded here, while the in­ 
dorsement of tbe other leading singers was

Italian opera here as well as in Europe of tener t 
the effort is laid npun the greater parts of a 
score to the neglect of the recitatives, and so 
half learned are the parts by some great 
s iogers and their support that it his become 
proverbial. 
There was a total and agreeable 
absence of this neglect and affectation last 
night, just as there was cf the prompter's 
hood. 
The orchestra support lost evening, 
under the direction of Mr. Rosewald, was 
adequate and prompt, and partook of the ex­ 
actness and smoothoss that characterize the 
company.

Owing to the failing off in premiums for 
pews in Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, this 
year, the money appropriated for music is 
reduced to §1,500, from 83,000 last year 
and 80,000 two years ago. 
Two members of the firm of Parker & 
Co., solicitors, in Belford Row, London, 
have absconded, having misappropriated 
their clients’ title deeds. Their liabilities 
are between €1,000,000 and £2,000,000. 
Arthur Dudley Vinton, law partner of 
Perry Belmont, was arraigned in the New 
York Police Court Wednesday on a charge 
of perjury, preferred by Erastus S. Ran­ 
som, the former law partner of President 
Arthur. 
Rev. Joseph Ccok, while taking a nap 
in Boston, wa3 aroused by a local clergy­ 
man to attend a prayer-meeting. As it 
was seven minutes too early, Cook seized 
the offender by the coat collar and removed 
him from tho door. 
Philadelphia newspaper circles are ex­ 
cited by the employment of several colored 
reporters on newspapers there, and it is 
alleged that white journalists will not 
recotuize them or work in concert with 
them on the same paper. 
The Dominion Government has for­ 
warded instructions to the Government of 
Manitoba that if any bloodshed or disturb­ 
ance of any kind arises out of the existing 
discontent in tho province the local 
authorities will be to blame. 
Mr. Fiuerty presented a petition in the 
House yesterday, signed by citizens of 
Chicago, asking for a moro vigorous en­ 
forcement of the Chinese law, and come 
amendments so as to make it more effective.

Earl Granville has assured France that 
England intends to maintain the existing 
convention with Soudan.

The boiler at J. T. Trees’ dyeing estab­ 
lishment at Lawrence, Mass., exploded 
yesterday, killing the engineer, John Trees, 
Jr., and fatally injuring William Moreland 
and two other employes. Three buildings 
were shattered into splinters, and pieces of 
the boiler and debris were thrown 100 feet, 
crushing through the roofs. 
A special New Haven dispatch says: 
“ William Treadwell Rhodes, brother of 
Lieut. John 'A. RhodeB, the hero of the 
Gay Head disaster, and Miss Hattie lled- 
field, youngest daughter of Samuel Red- 
field, a wealthy farmer, have eloped from 
North Madison. They returned after the 
marriage, but are unforgiven.” 
The Moscow Gazette points out the im­ 
portance of the removal from I’aris to Ber­ 
lin of Prince Orloff as Russian Embassador. 
It says that Orloff possesses the special 
confidence of the Czar aud Emperor 
William ; that Europe requir. s a guaranty 
of eecurity, and that one of the best of 
these is the entente between Germany and 
Russia. 
The Senate Committee on Public Lands 
has, at a special meeting, ordered a favor­ 
able report on the House bill declaring the 
forfeiture of the lands granted the Texas 
Pacific Railroad Company in New Mexico, 
Arizona and California, and restoring them 
to the public domain.
